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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that US 2002/016554 (Nemoto 
et al.) teaches reducing the electrolyte solution below a threshold amount. . 

Examiner respectfully disagrees and would like to point out that the paragraphs cited by Applicant is the prior art teaching in Nemoto et al. t 
not what Nemoto et al. is teaching. However, the obviousness is not rebutted. Furthermore, Applicant cites the background in Nemoto et 
al. but fails to provide reasonable explanation on how it would support Applicant's position. Thus, Applicant has not shown that in the 
same condition as the instant application, the battery as obviated by Nemoto et al., US 6696197 (Inagaki et al.), and US 6437542 (Liaw et 
al.) would not have the same result. 

Finally, Examiner would like to clarify the position as to the optimum amount of electrolytic solution (as stated on p3 of the after final). It is 
believed that Examiner's position was misunderstood. The optimization refers to wanting more electrolytic solution relative to the inflection 
point because of the decomposition.. 
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
